1. Interdepartmental Plane end Policies 

a* Basic Intelligence Program « The situation with regard to 
the development and preparation o? the National Intelligence Survey* 
remains the same as reported last month. 


Replies have been received from all of the IaB agencies to the 
request for comments on the outline and format of the proceed NIS 
program. Further action on this matter, including meetings of the 
ad hoc Committee must await JCS and HIA approval of I AS #1. 

b. Scientific Intelligence Program . The project initiated by 
ORE ft© develop for' JRDBthose eclentific and technological capa- 
bilitieo of the USSR -which will influence the National Defense 
econaayr of the United States as of 1949) is proceeding as satis- 
factorily as is possible with the scanty information available. 
Research on that part of the project scheduled for completion by 
1 September brought out the lack of information of any importance 
additional to that supplied in the elmilar study dated 17 April. 

Pursuant to enactment 
of the Unification' Bill, -the JKPC "has' prepared a recommendation to
